in walked in his fleep ? puts me in mind of 
one Fenney Sedgwick, a Maid Servant to one Fobn Wetherils 
of a Town called Swillington in Tork-fhire, who talked in 
her fleep all che Night long every Night, and fometimes 
would rife out of her Bed and walk about the Houfe : One 
time fhe rofe and came through the room where I Jay, and 
by the light of the Fire I did fee and obferve her to take a 
Pot or Mugg off a Shelf, and holding it to her Mouth, faid, 
Mr. Backhoufe, you are Welcome from York, here's to you ; 
and fet down the Mugg, and returned to her Bed, but 
running againft the Door. cheek awaked, and fell a cry- 
ing and feolding at her Mafter, who Jay in the fame 
room, tor pulling her out of Bed, gc. I do aflure you, 
that none of us could fleep a whole Night for a Month 
or fix Weeks together, ‘till fhe rofe, for laughing at her 
Talk. If 1 thould write all I heard and remember, it 
would fill-a Quire of Paper. I'le give you a few inftan- 
ces, ( But firft Note, that fhe never uttered any thing 
that was faid to her, but whatever fhe faid her felt, 
were it good or bad, fhe would repeat in her fleep: ) 
She had a Sweet-heart, a Tranflator by Trade, who liv- 
ed at a Town called Knowjtrop, about Two Miles from 
Leeds, and as many from Swillington ; he ufed to take 
her behind him on his Horfe, and bring her almoft home, 
to eale her, which we knew not, ’till fhe told us in her 
fleep ; which was thus: fays fhe (feeing her Mafter ) to 
her Friend, Cocks-foor, (a word fhe Fecmiekety ufed ) 
yonder is my Majter, if be fee me be will jear me to death, I 
will leap off and bide my felf in Blaram’s Garden, ( which 
hada very high Stile into ic: ) fhe gets out of Bed, and 
goes to her Mafters Bed, which was very high, and 
gets one Legg upon his Bed, and ftrove to get up the 
other, but could not ; we all laughing, the Folks of the 
next Houle heard us, at laft fhe awoke, and cryed and 
{colded ac her Matter as before : She was: no fooner in 
Bed and afleep again, but began to talk ; fays fhe, Thar 
was a pretty Boy you fent with the four Pears and the Sugar- 
candy ; I ear the Pairs, and bid the Candy, but if my Ma- 
fier find it, V'le frwear 'ris none of mine : That's a good Lafs, 
Jenney, iaid her Mafter ; fays the in her fleep, 


You may go home and wafh your Hofe, 
And wipe the Dew-drops from your Nofe, 
And mock no maidens bere ; 
For you tread. downGrals, and need not, 
Wear your fhoes, and {peed net, 
And Clout-leather’s very dear ; 


But I need not Care, for my Sweet-beart's a Coblet. 


At which we all Laughed very loud, and the louder than 
us all. Her Mafter having Lattin Books, fhe thoughe 
he knew by them thofe things he jeard her with, and 
hid ghem one after another ; but one Night in her fleep 
the called to a Maid of her Acquaintance, ‘and faid, Now 
I dare {ay any thing; for I bave bid all: my Majters Conjy 
ring Books ; by which means he found them. But I will on- 
ly tell you one paflage, perhaps worth confidering of :

to her; Jenny, Lig down Fenney ; the elder of thofe Boys 
was then about three Yeats old, he is now living in Thirv- 
ingelane at Welt minster. 

One Madam Bents, who Jodgeth at my Lady 
Biram’s in Bow, tells me that my Lady Gerrard and fhe went 
to Vifit an ancient Gent]}woman, who has Lodgings in a 
Houfe, out of which one Madam Bendifb died at Eaét- 
bam, about Augu was two Years fince, they fay, thar 
the old Gentlewoman tells them, that about 7 or 8 Weeks 
ago Madam Bendifb appear’d to her like a fhadow, and 
talk'd with her an hour or more at a time; the Voice 
was low, but fhe cou’d hear what the faid perfeétly ; 
the Spirit bid the Old Gentlewoman tell her Son,who was 
Obftinate, @c. that he muft read the 1/f, 2d, 3d. chap. 
of the Proverbs, in which he might learn his Duty, ec. 
and told her that fhe had left him that Houfe, and rso J. 
per Ann. but the Executors had done him fome wrong, ¢c. 
Mr. Bendifh came ftom Cambridge, the Old Gentlewoman 
deliver’d het Meflage to him ; the Spirit told her fhe had 
done as fhe bad her, dnd thanked her for it; buc fince 
that the Spirie had almoft turned her out of her Bed, 
and gave her a blow that hurt her a little. More to the 
fame purpofe I had from Madam Berts: She alfo {aith, 
that Mr. Smith, the Minifter of Weft-ham, has been with 
the old Gentlewoman. 

3 Relat. Madam Bents told me a}fo, that aGentlewoman 
of her Acquaintance, now living, had a Son that took ill 
Courfes, and fhe being Pidus was fearful about him, 
that he would be damn’d ; the Young Man did reform, 
bur foon after dyed; his Mother was extreamly affiGted, 
and fear’d he was in Hell ; about a Month after he dyed, 
(if I miltake not) the Young-man’s Spirit came to his Mo- 
thers Bed, and opened the Curtains, at which fhe and ong 
in Bed with her, flunk down aad covered themlelves ; the 
Spirit called, Mother, Mocher, and the then faid, Sen; it an- 
fwered, Mother, you are much troubled concerning me, but 
I am come to tel! you that 1 am at re, and fball trouble you 
mm more. 

4 Relat, Another thing of like Nature a worthy Per- 
fon now living in London told me of ; which in fhort was, 
That one Lunt in Derly-fhire, near to the Peak, had a Bro- 
ther dyed, and atrerwards appeared to him, and defired 
that his Brother wou'd go to one with whom he had 
lived as a Servant, and dethand fome Money which was 
due to him, and give it to 4d Woman in the fame Town, 
whom he had Promifed Marriage to, and got her with 
Child, and then deferted both his Service and her: Lug 
went to the Man, had the Money, gave it her; got her 
to forgive his Brother, and carne home, the Spirit being 
with him ; when they were nigh home, the Spirit bid 
his Brother ask what he would have done for him, ( Lune 
being poor ) for if he asked; he could grant him, and jt 
fhould not hurt him either as to Soul or Bo@y; but’ 
Lunt wou'd ask nothing ; the Spirie thanked” him’ for! 
thé Kindnefs he had done him; and vanifhed with fuch 
a@ melodious Noife that ravifhed Lunt, &c. There aré’ 
many ftrange things in this Story which I omit, fifp:’
